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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 4-18 (to be renumbered 1-16) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 7, 1, 4-6, 10, 17, and 18, none of the references of record, 

alone or in combination, suggest or fairly teach a bottom hold signal of the output 
signal from the optical head as the comparison reference signal in such a manner 
that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

Regarding claims 9,8, and 11-16, none of the references of record, alone or in 
combination, suggest or fairly teach generating a predetermined threshold value 
based on a level within a peak level of the output signal from the optical head 
when the spot light was irradiated onto a mirror surface on the optical disk in such 
a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper.
